in tile House of Lords that England 
should be compelled to " use ioro0 
against the weak," apropos of the1 
bombardment of the Egyptian forts, is 
a curious illustration or the way in 
which a certain kind of canj survives 
for indefinite periods the facts to which 
it owed its origin. 
Reluctance to 


attack the weak was a product of 
medieval chivalry, and was cultivated 
in the days when fighting was consid- 
ered a good thing in itself and valued 
much for its spectacular eSects.

lingers still in the dueling and boxing 
rules, which place the combatants as 
far as possible on terms of strict equal- 
ity, and it every now and then comes 
np in attempts to justify misdirection of 
political sympathy, as when during our 
Rebellion English Tories used to pre- 
tend that they sided with the South 
because it was the weaker party, and 
thought Captain Winslow acted unfairly 
because in the fight with the Alabama 
he protected his engines and boilers by 
hanoing his chain cables over the side. 
Built has no place whatever in modern 
political ethics, Nations do not now 
light for fun or to show how brave they 
are. They fight to have their way 
about something. So far, too, from 
regretting that an enemy is weak 
TvlTen they attack him, they openly 
rejoice in it. In fact, they try to 
weaken him, or wait till they think ho 
is weak, before they attack him 
Just 


as it is a fatal fault in a modern General 
not to be strongest at the point of colli- 
sion with the enemy, it is a fatal fault 
in a modern statesman to go to war un- 
less he has alliis, or has some advantage 
over the enemy in numbers, orresources, 
or armament. 1'inally. it is nearly al- 
ways the weak whom modem Powers 
go to war with. They seldom attack 
their match, anil always do so with 
great reluctance. In fact, thej- consider 
ft barbarous to do so. Their improved 
weapons are nearly alwaj s used against 
communities which do not possess them.

Preparing Land for a Garden. 


A large proportion of farmers declare 


that \e"etablo gardens arc unprofitable, 
that the] require a large amount of work, 
and make a poor return tor it. The 
truth is many exocHent farmers are very 
poor gardener--. They aro experts in 
taising corn, potatoes and small grains, 
but tliey do not understand how lo pro- 
duce the ordinary garden vegetables. 
They think the land for a garden re- 
quires no special preparation, and no 
.special manuring. It does require both. 
'Die spot selected for a garden should 
lit; well drained, nnd it is well to have it 
slope toward the south or southeast. 
The soil hliould be free Irom weeds, and 
the seeds that will piodnco them. Land 
that has long been in cultivated crops is 
not in a condition for a garden unless it 
is very highly manured. 
£\cuthun it 


is likely to be objectionable ns it h like- 
ly to bo weedy. 
In many respects it is 


better to break a piece of sod for a gar- 
den the summer before it is planted. 
The plowing should be well done and 
Mifliciently early to insure the rotting of 
the sod 
If the spot is some distance 


Irom the farm buildings it will not be 
likely to be visited by fowls and icquire 
no fence to protect it. 
A garden spot 


should be liberally mamned, and tho 
materials used for fertilizing should be 
\\el! lotted 
It is best to apply the ma- 


nure the fall before the ground is planted, 
so it can be incorporated with the sod. 
If the manure is spread on inserted wid 
it will help rot it, while tlie seeds it con- 
tains will geiininatc, and the plants 
they pri;du.c can be hilled with a. har- 
row or other implement. 
Land which 


rei|Uiies as much l.iboi as a garden 
should be \ory rich. 
It should receive 


as much :is lii'ty wagon-load-, ot stable 
manure lo the acre in order to be as pro- 
ductive as m.islmaiKet g.irdens in the 
•uciniH of lame cite-, are 
I'/ncago

Bran Beds for the Babiea. 


Says the London Globe : "A French 


doctor has invented a new bod for 
the babies which holds them safe in 
custody, and prevents them from 
ever giving any trouble at night to 
their attendants. This gentleman 
has subjected his system to the most 
trying of all tests, for he has applied 
it to all his own children, and Con- 
siders that the life of one of them if 
entirely owing to its use. The idea 
is to fill the greater portion of the 
cradle with bran and immerse tho 
legs and part of the body of the 
child in this nest, covering them over 
in the usual way, but fastening down 
the counterpane tight so as to keep 
him firm in his place. 
Why this 


change of tactics should have the 
effect of taking away from the in 
fant his usual desire to howl during 
a part of every night is n question 
which we will leave nurses to explain 
for themselves after they have triei 
the system. In the meantime, imti 
that trial has been made it is onlj 
civil to believe the testimony of Dr 
Bourgeons and Vigoreaux, who ir 
two French papers of some authority 
declare that such is the invariable re- 
sult. This is not, however, the only 
advantage t*j be expected from the 
system. The bran is supposed to 
have a yvarming and stimulating in- 
fluence superior to any sort of cotton 
or cloth, and to allow children of the 
more sickly kind to develop more 
quickly and to be sooner able to use 
their limbs. 
The inventor of the 


system declares that they delight in 
their bran beds, and always "quit 
them with regret," when removed at 
the age of two, to one of a different 
kind.

Kepalrs and ImproTemente. ""^' 


To kcsp a farm in repair requires 


the careful attention of the owner from 
the day it is put into use. Trees, etc., 
that are set for ornament or shade im- 
prove from the hour they begin $o 
grow; but pretty much everything else 
upon the farm begins to show decay 
from the day when it is exposed to the 
sun and rain. The best of paint parts 
with much of its luster in a month, be- 
gins to fade in three, is quite dull in 
six months, and requires renewing in a 
year. 
New pine-board fences look 


fresh, and enliven the farm scenery for 
a time, but all farm fixtures are so ex- 
posed to the elements that indications 
of decay set in at the start, and this 
tendency never diminishes. 


Hence, with these facts before him it 


stands the farmer in hand to build 
with a view to the natural tendency in 
buildings and fixtures to vary from the 
perpendicular and to get rusty. Gate- 
posts that are not at first set strictly up- 
right, unles-t changed, ever afterward 
remain so. Inexpensive buildings re- 
ceive more or less injury from the 
'oundation at any point becoming de 
ective; hence it is better to guard 
against a corner going down before the 
structure is placed upon it. The sag- 
ging gates or the untidy bars affect the 
ipp'eai-ance of all in the immediate vi- 
cinity. The gate-post is never too deeply 
or too firmly planted; and for a heavy 
gate.hardlv any depth or firmness of soil 
about the tinge-post will absolutely in- 
sure against sagging. But a heavy oak 
stick, or three-inch plank, placed just 
beneath the surface,with an end against 
each post, will, as a rule, hold the 
linge-post perpendicular and the gate 
evel. 
The impressions upon the minds of 


railway travelers, as they pass through 
a farming district, vary as much as those 
of the lover of art as he passes from a 
piece by one of the first master* to the 
nerest daub by the 
scene-painter. 


Farms at best, as they are usually trav- 
irsed by railroad tracks—no regard be- 
ing had to lilies—are seen at a disad- 
vantage. Yet, i( fences are erect and 
straight, and afford a reasonably sure 
barrier against trespassing animals; the 
buildings kept in repair, and the Imme- 
diate premises kept clear of rubbish: if 
the strength of the land is not unduly 
taken by slipshod Ullage, the manure 
pile in the meantime being left to rot in 
the barn yard, impressions received from 
any view will be favorable. 


lint perhaps the neglect to drain wet 


places upon the farm is as common a 
fault as any other, and one that shows 
the want of neatness in fields, and en- 
tails lessened profits with unvarying 
certainty. When the team can be driv- 
en, with a load, over ground hitherto 
too wet and soft to bear an empty 
wagon, then it is evident that drainage 
has been made available. 
No land 


should bo left about the corners or other 
parts of fields in such condition that 
water will stand long enough upon it to 
prevent a good crop of corn being grown 
thereon. As it has been proved possible 
to redeem impassable swamps, there can 
be no reasonable excuse for continuing 
to tolerate unsightly angular parcels 
of wet ground in inclosed fields, kept 
either for tillage or for grass. 


It is said that a man may generally be 


known by the company he keeps, so 
the business character of the owner of 
the farm on the right of the road, or 
that one on the left, may be pretty cor- 
rectly estimated at a glance, even from 
the window of the car moving at high 
speed. The furrows being turned by 
the moving team, whether these are 
straight and deep or crooked and shal- 
low, 
are facts that, disconnected from 


all others, have a pointed meaning. The 
man who reclaims wet lands upon his 
farm, stacks his straw in a clean, well- 
shcltercd barn-yard, to be used as feed 
and bedding, and to become incorpor- 
ated with the winter's manure, keeps 
his fences erect and his gates from sag- 
ging, will give in these things evidences 
of thrift, and show premises strongly in 
contrabt with the farm of the man. over 
the way, who habitually neglects to at- 
tend to" either of these very important 
details.— Xitlional Live Rlock Journal.
